PURPOSE: To surely cut and separate a tie 
and/or a wrapper of a textile fiber bale by 
relatively moving the textile fiber bale and a 
separating device with each other, thereby 
cooperating a separating element and a 
counterelement. 

CONSTITUTION: When separating the tie and/or 
the wrapper, such as wires, band and bandages 
from the bale of cotton or chemical fibers, the 
textile fiber bale 1 is arranged onto a transfer belt 
2 which is drivable by a motor 3 and, thereafter, 
the front surface of the bale 1 is pressed and 
fixed by a holder 4. The rod-shaped 
counterelement 6 having a pointed front end 
making an angle &alpha with the bale 1 arranged 
on a carriage 1 1 is moved and is fitted into the 
bale 1 from its surface to capture the wire 5d 
tying the circumference of the bale 1 from below 
and to float the wire 5d from the surface of the 
bale 1 and to bring the bale into contact with a 
rotary separating disk 7 which is overlapped on 
the front end of the member and the 
circumference surface of which is a saw tooth 
shape, thereby parting the wire 5d. Henceforce, 
the wires 5a to 5c are successively cut and 
separated. Parting of the wires 5a to 5d by the 
fixedly arranged separating device while 
backwardly moving the bale 1 is possible as well. 
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
